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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejecfion. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/09/2006 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species I drawn to figure 1; 

Species II drawn to figure 5; 
Species III drawn to figure 13; 
Species IV drawn to figure 18. 

The species are independent or distinct because each of them are directed towards 
different embodiments. For example, Species I is directed towards invention relating to user 
registrations, Species II is directed towards maintenance of different configuration information, 
Species III is directed towards performing software revising work and Species IV is directed 
towards a distribution of software programs that are changed by using a configuration 
information. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
